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Buyers' Welfare 
To Govern Ruling 
On Price Control

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (/P)— The questions asked by 
memhera of the powerful new decontrol board in four days 
of public hearinga on meat, dairy producti and other major 
fooda showed that they were thinltintr along these major 
linea: 

1. Selective return of price ceilinss Aug. 21 to some of the 
major farm commoditiea which may bo found in short supply. 

2. Sparing use — if any use at alt— of the 1869,000,000 sub- 
sidy fund allowed by congress after it revived the office of 
price adminiHtration. 

3. Making the long range interests of consumers a major 
factor in determining whether any product shall remain 
free from ceilings. 

With no guarantee that final concluaior.a are indicated, 
those lines of thought are patently shown in the record of 
the scores of questions which the board members asked as 
more than 100 witnesBes argued for and against controls 
this week. 

The board will make its decisions next Tuesday evening. 
It has cautioned against speculation on what those conclu-

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UNDIPLOMATIC DIPLOMATS 

It li alwtya ■ Uttle aurpriaUig to dlBCorer 
that dIplomftM do not think In a bloodleas 
emotional vacuum. The reaaon for the aur- 
prke Is not quite clear. Perhaps the serloui 
subjects thoj' discuss are auppoaed to en- 
Konder an equally aerloiui approach, Or may- 
be we Just expect diplomats to be diplomatic. 

The fnct retnalna, however, that Interna- 
tional conferences aro not Judicial proceed- 
ings concerned with the nlceCIe* of estab- 
lished law. Neither are they arid scientific 
dUquLsltlons. They are horse-trade bargain- 
ing at the top level. As a result, we aometimes 
get an exchange of unpleuantrleg luch as 
Mr. Molotov and Mr. Bymea engaged In the 
other day in Paru. 

This wu obviously a personal matter, even 
though countries, governmental systema, 
military effort and other Impersonal topics 
entered Into It. It Is easy to Imagine that the 
wearylns impact ot divergent alms and poli- 
cies and the accumulated fntatratloni, ban- 
quets and midnight confatu of many weeks 
hsd worn nerves and tempera to the point of 
combustion. 

The Immediate ls.?ue oT the Bymes-Molo- 
tov flareup — to which Britam's Hector Mc- 
Neil added a lew pokes — seemed pretty silly. 
The American and British representatives 
had finished their pious protestations that 
they had no thought o( trying to control tho 
21-natlon vote through adoption of a simple 
majority procedure. Mr. Molotov had as pi- 
ously disclaimed that the Soviet satellites' 
ability to block a two-thirds majority had 
anything to do with Russia's enthusiasm for 
the two-thirds majority rule. 

The big three representatives were well 
their way to a compromise when the fur 
started flying, And the whole thing was 
doubly illly since the big four must make the 
final decisions by unanimous agreement, 
anyway. 

So it might seem that this personal spat 
was of little consequence. It may prove to be 
so. Yet everything sald^ftt these meetings Is. 
tremendously ampIlUem Even a simple, vod- 
ka-induced hiccough ean come out sounding 
ominous. Perhaps that's the one dliadran- 
tage of full, free press coverage. 

At the same time, this full coverage has Its 
compensations. For as statesmen become 
more accustomed to thia healthy publicity, 
they may come to realize what an Imposing 
chain reaction their words can set up. 

Mr, Molotov says something nasty to Mr. 
Byrnes. Mr. Byrnes replies in kind. The hot 
words get back home to millions of street 
comera and breakfast tables. Suddenly the 
Anglo-American imperialists are getting 
bolder, and the Russians more difficult. Sud- 
denly the hard work of peace-making and 
International understanding Is even harder. 

: And all because Mr, Molotov's stomach was a 
little upset, or Mr. Byrnes had a headache 

' from too little sleep. 

Thus the statesmen attack their superhu- 
man tasks beset by human frailties. Their de- 
cisions, like ours, are swayed by personal 
traits and extraneous circumstances. But 
while most of us can be careless, thoughtless 
or splenetic without causing much damage, 
they, alas, must watch their diet and health 
as well as their tongues. The fate of millions 
may depend on it. 



BAD TIMES A-COMIN* 

Secretary of Commerce Henry Wallace, 
who Is becoming something of a Cassandra 
of the com Industry, Is again promising us 
that we are heading for a big boom and bust. 
Others are saying it, too, and perhaps It will 
come to pass. What Interests us, howerer. Is 
Mr. Wallace's reasoning. 

We seem to recall that last fall Mr. Wal- 
lace was prophesying a boom and bust If the 
country didn't follow hla blueprint for 60.- 
000,000 Jobs, and that the commerce depart- 
ment was predicting something like 8,G0O,- 
000 imemployedlby spring If the boss's words 
weren't heeded. 

Well, the S0,OOO,O0O Jobs are very close to 
being a reality, and the unemployment 
figures never approached the commerce de- 
partment prediction.

Now Mr. Wallace says the 80,000,000 Jobs 
are unstable, unnatural and Inflationary. He 
looka for dire times ahead.

Bernard M, Baruch, In dealing 
with the problem of atom bomb eontrol. hu also 
forced the Russians to accept reaponalblllty for sabo- 
taging any plans to outlaw and International lie this 
fearful weapon. 

Tht Paris peace conferenc* seems headed toward 
failure In so tar as setUlng major postwar problems 
Is concerned. But It the Bymei strategy succeeds, 
Moscow will rmerga with hardly s friend In lha world 
Hve for a tew smalt and weak satellite powers.
